WEDNESDAY, SEPTEMBER 10, 1997 - 0530 MDT
NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 11

CURRENT SITUATION: Containment objectives were achieved on the Priest fire
in Southern California. The Eastern Great Basin reported one new large
fire. Minimal initial attack activity was reported by most other Areas.
Very high and extreme fire indices were recorded on several units in
California. Multiple units in the Great Basin and Northern Rockies Areas
reported very high fire indices.

EASTERN GREAT BASIN LARGE FIRES:

BLUE GULCH, Boise District, BLM. This fire is burning in grass and sage
50 miles south of Glens Ferry, ID. The fire spread rapidly from strong,
gusty winds associated with thunderstorms. Fire intensity dropped
considerably after sunset last night and containment is expected this
morning.

OUTLOOK:

California will be partly cloudy in the north with a few showers and
thunderstorms. The southern portion will be mostly sunny with isolated
thunderstorms over the mountains. Patchy fog and low clouds are possible
along the coast. Temperatures will be in the 60"s and 70"s along the
coast, the 70"s and 80"s in the mountains, the 80"s and 90°s in the
valleys, and up to 108 in the deserts.

Nevada will be mostly sunny with breezy conditions in the west. Isolated
afternoon and evening thunderstorms are forecast for the extreme northern,
southern, and eastern portions of the state. Temperatures will range from
the 80"s in the north to 110 in the south.

Utah will be partly cloudy with scattered showers and thunderstorms. High
temperatures will be iIn the 80"s and 90"s across the state.

Idaho will have partly cloudy skies and unseasonably warm temperatures.
Scattered thunderstorms will develop during the afternoon and evening
hours. Temperatures will be in the 70"s and 80"s in the mountains, and
the 80"s and 90"s in the valleys.



Montana will be mostly sunny and warm with scattered afternoon and evening
thunderstorms in the southwest. Temperatures will be in the 70"s in the
mountains and the 80"s in the valleys.
